settle near tile old m an’s, if he could rent a 
place. 


H eariu g of this, Mr. T hom pson — again w 0 
w ithhold the true nam e— thought there m ight 
be a ch an ce to sell a certain p lace on pretty 
fair term s. 
Mr. Thom pson 
w as a 
m oney 
loaner, and nothing suited him no w ell as 
good interest backed by good secu rity; and 
he was, m oreover, 
generally 
considered a 
pretty shrew d trader. 
H e rode over to see 
old n u n Sm ith, but the farm er said be did not 
feel able to buy— be m ight buy on a credit if 
the price w as low enough and the interest wa* 
not too high. 
H is 
rod " J a k e y ,” he said,

HOW FARMER SMITH OF MADISON OÜTWI1TED A

to these controlling and deathless qualities. 
It is, perhaps, to be regretted that Mr. Schurz 
was compelled by bis eugngemeut iu Boston 
to be absent from the Senate on the day of the 
commemorative session. 
While Mr. Sumner 
had many closely-uttacbed friends, he and the 
Senator from Missouri were drawn together 
by affiliations of character and purpose which 
did not exist in anything like the same degree 
in the case of himself and any other contem­ 
porary. 
Both were possessed of ripe scholar­ 
ship and of callivated tastes in the fine arts; 
both worshipped the same lofty ideal of gov­ 
ernment and regarded with identical contempt 
the shifts and subterfuges wh’ch ordinary poli­ 
ticians hold to ba inseparable from the man­ 
agement of practical affairs. 
Both were inter­ 
ested in the study of international law and 
were alike competent to perceive and appro 
date the excellencies of systems quite foreign 
to ours. 
In other words, Messrs. Sumner and 
•Schurz had cosmopolitan sympathies, and did 
not think it necessary to extract inferential I 
laudation for a republioputof the abuse which 
it is always possible for a demagogue to cast 
upon a monarchy. 
These and other ties which 
need not be specified now bound the two men 
in a sort of Damon and Pythias alliance; and 
therefore, we say again, the abience of Mr. 
Schurz from among tho speakers on Monday 
afternoon was more koenly felt. 
Still, full 
justice, not lacking the element of generosity 
in respect to points where no man bas lived 
so as not to require it, was meted out to tho 
deplored memory of the philanthropist aud 
statesman of his country and century. Among 
ail tho rest the remarks of Congressman 
Lamar (Dem.) of Mississippi were worthy of 
especial mention; not for the sake of elo­ 
quence pure and simple nor for any profound 
or original estimate of Mr. Sumner’s character 
and work, but from (lie fact that they came 
from the mouth of a man who was an ultra 
secessionist in 1861 and who is yet a repre­ 
sentative of tho sentiment of the best and 
most intelligent of tho late rebel population. 
Time rarely brings stranger and yet more en­ 
tirely natural revenges than this, the South 
forgetting tho old-time hate and putting by 


forever the olddime misrepresentation,flinging 
her wreath of odorous roses upon the new- 
mads gravs of Hie man she ence detested ami 
maligned. 
It is here clearly shown that no 
reeling is permanent but good-will and no 
passion immortal hut love; and that out of 
the ashes of lite fearful fire of our civil war 
will grow aud are growing the lilies of peace 
and the oaks of a better friendship. 
Now, let 
u* finally ho|>e that the strong, true, pure 
spirit which informed the Senate and House 
when they sui I such kind aud loving words 
about the life aud deeds of their great Deer 
will remain to aliajie legislation and to save 
the country for whose good he gave himself 
up as a sacrifice ujkjii the altar of a perpetual 
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f o r e i g n .

Now 
et the House follow suit and all hands go to 
work to produce a common sense, sound 
finance bill and take a step toward specie 
payment. 
The Legislature is just on the eve of ad­ 
journment and the lobby is like the dolphin, 
liveliest as the hour of its death approaches. 
The virtue of members 13 severely tried for the 
few days previous to the break-up, and they 
should hare the prayers of alt truly good men. 
Bills that must go through on account of the 
big jobs they include will be abundantly 
greased-with the popular oil of gladness; and 
there ure points beyond which temptation is 
almost irresistible. Especially is this trne 
with members who don’t look, for a re-election. 
We see that the anti-railroad-pass-bill was de­ 
feated while the supply bililiDgcrs in a ragged 
condition of doubt and debate. Stand firm to 
honor, gentlemen. 
Don’t S w ear So. 
The meanest, most useless and most con­ 
temptible vice that erer grew rank in the hot- 
housi of the deril is profane swearing. We 
protest against it not as preachers and church 
members object to sin on professional grounds, 
but as mbmbers of society, as deceul men. 
One cannot get away from it, hardly. On 
boats, in cars, in places of business, on the 
open street, at concert doors and everywhere 
else rings the incessant oath of the habitual 
swearer. Young man just learning to curse* 
appear to think there is something manly and 
brave about it; while old swearers interlard 
the commonest remarks they make with cold­ 
blooded blasphemies and a variety of diaboli­ 
cal curses. No man or woman of any refine­ 
ment and decency at all can be otherwise tbau 
lacerated and shocked by these brutal and 
vulgar verbal missiles every day; and no fel­ 
low who is shamefully guilty of projecting 
them can do otherwise than sink beneath the 
contempt of such men and women with every 
vile epithet they hear him utter. Public pro­ 
fanity ought to be an indictable oflenee, with 
a penalty of ten days in jail for every oath. 


Fay Forgetful. 
The Sanborn case, like an old-fashioned 
Alexandrine hexameter, still drags its slow 
length along. Personally, we shall feel as 
though a special Thanksgiving day would be 
a proper thing if the truth should at last be 
ferreted out aud lead to legislation and im­ 
proved opinion preventive of the recurrence 
of its double in any coming future. Fay has 
been examined and garrulously testified to 
nothing at all. Fay is a New York lawyer 
who, on going abroad for three months “ to 
educate his children ” almost unconsciously 
accepted a commission from Sanborn to look 
after a little matter or two iu the direction of 
revenue frauds supposed to be committed 
through the connivance of our consular agents 
in vaiious places there. How he happened 
to get authority to act as a pro-tem represen­ 
tative of the Treasury, Fay did not know and 
nobody was able to tell him. Fay, unlike the 
mischievous hero of Rodman Drake’s poem, 
was not willing to admit himself to be a “ cul­ 
prit fay;’’ be conceded to have collected many 
“ samples” of alleged non-duty-paying ex­ 
portations to this country, mostly in the line 
of kid gloves, but was oblivious of what be 
had done with them or whether the Treasury 
was a peuny richer by the operation. Fay 
staved off starvation while in Europe at the 
rate of fifty dollars a day; just the price of an 
Oregon mule, lie traveled like the Shah of 
Persia in more than iirst-class vehicular ac­ 
commodations and paid therofor four times 
first-class prices, all out of his allowance from 
Sanborn; and disported himself generally in a 
way calculated to impress the sordid Briton 
and the versatile Gaul with a sense of his own 
importance and the rigorous justice of the na­ 
tion whose plenipo ho seemed to be. In the 
course of a few months (the education of his 
offspring having been duly perfected) he came 
home and presented his little bill, which even 
Sanborn deemed exorbitant, hinc illce luch- 
rymcv. Fay is by no means an office-seeker 
nor does be hunger for loot iu any shape. No; 
on the contrary he was forced into the po­ 
sition of a special sub-agent almost against 
his will; and, as we said, is altogether igno­ 
rant of the names of the patriots to whom he 
owes his unsought promotion. He guesses it 
may have been Butler who nominated him, 
but he “ was seen ” by Sanborn only. For 
one piece of information freely given by him 
to his suffering country, any mistakes of Fay’s 
should be as freely forgiven; that is his won­ 
derful photograph of Sanborn, who, Fay says, 
“ Is a peculiar man and does peculiar things.” 
As to the minor details of his mission, Fay 
don’t remember anything about them. Forget­ 
ful Fay! 


U'liwt Dr. W incbcll Think* About It. 
At last a sensible book ha3 boon published 
on tbe be-fuddled subject of Darwinism, and 
we gladly welcome it. 
Dr. Winche’.l, the 
most competent man of our acquaintance in 
America to discusa ill bearings thoughtfully, 
scientifically and without prejudice, rises todo 
simple justice to the actual theory of the Eng­ 
lish savan. 
Regretting that we have not 
space for an adequate statemeut of the Doc­ 
tor’s clear and unanswerable exposition of the 
doctrine of evolution, we must content our­ 
selves with making merely a half-dozen gener­ 
al ailusions to it. First, he rescues Darwin 
from the absurd charge of teaching comtruc- 
tive infidelity; showing that, properly inter­ 
preted, evolution compliments the skill of a 
Divine Worker no less emphatically than it 
assumes of necessity His existence and the 
attributes claimed for Him in the Bible. 
Dr. 
Winchetl farther explained (what any sensi­ 
ble reader or Darwin ought to know for him­ 
self) that Evolution as expounded and illus­ 
trated by all tbe writers who have so far 
touched the subject at length, predicates an 
intelligent creative will behind all the mani­ 
festations of nature in growth and change. 
And surely it ought not to be required to 
teach an honest Deist that the being and 
providence of a persoaal God can never be 
imperiled by the admission of any form oí ev­ 
olution save such as expressly denies a su- 
preme intelligence. This, let us say in the 
plainest capitals, Darwinism is no more guilty 
of than is tbe Mosaic decalogue. 
Orthodox 
theologians in plenty find in tbe present atti­ 
tude aud evidences of evolution only higher 
and more invincible proofs of theism than 
have ever been given by the nonsensical no­ 
tion of an infinite number of special crea­ 
tions. Tbe fools which make up the clamor­ 
ous crowd, to say nothing of many an ass in 
orders, will keep on braying about wbat they 
don’t understand as much as the alphabet of, 
precisely as they have always doue; but when 
ignorant indignation has had time to cool and 
needles.1 fears for the foundations of faith 
have settled to rest, we think the Christian 
world, of it does not canonize the courageous 
Englishman, will at least think better of his 
work. Meanwhile we rejoice that so able and 
plucky a Methodist as the Chancellor of tbe 
University of Syracuse, and so accomplished 
a reasoner, has used his trenchant pen to so 
good a purpose. 


De lUortuI*—Sum ner. 
The major part of the sessions of both 
houses of Congress on Monday was devoted 
to the delivery of formal eulogies on Mr. Sufn- 
ner’s life and character. Each speaker ap­ 
peared to desire at the very least to do justice 
to the departe! Senator, while several were 
deeply moved at heart by the revival of many 


rimloliceacea of warm personal friendship in­ 
evitably called up on the occasion. Nothing 
could more powerfally illustrate the depth and 
firmness of the hold which Mr. Sumner's modes 
of thought and speech, bis clear.convictions 
and great courage and purity had and still 
have upon his associates, than the strength 
and uniformity of the testimony borne by them 
to these controlling and deathless qualities. 
It is, perhaps, to be regretted that Mr. Scburz 
was compelled by his engagement iu Boston 
to be absent from the Senate on the day of the 
commemorative session. While Mr. Sumner 
had many closely-attached friends, be and the 
Senator from Missouri were drawn together 
by affiliations of character and purpose which 
did not exist in anytbiug like the same degree 
in the case of himself aud any other contem­ 
porary. Both were possessed of ripe scholar­ 
ship and of cultivated tastes in tbe fine arts; 
both worshipped the same lofty ideal of gov­ 
ernment and rega-ded with identical contempt 
tbe shifts and subterfuges wh’ch ordinary poli­ 
ticians hold to be inseparable from the man­ 
agement of practical aflairs. Both were inter­ 
ested in the study of international law and 
were alike competent to perceive and appre 
ciate the excellencies or systems quite foreign 
to ours. In other words, Messrs. Sumner and 
Scbura had cosmopolitan «ympathies, and did 
not think it necessary to extract inferential 
laudation for a republbyputof the abuse which 
it is always possible for a demagogue to cast 
upon a monarchy. These and other ties which 
need not be specified now bound the two men 
in a sort of Damon and Pythias alliance; and 
therefore, we say again, the absence of Mr. 
Schurz from among the speakers on Monday 
afternoou was more koenly felt. Still, full 
justice, not lacking the element of generosity 
in respect to points where no man has lived 
so as not to require it, was meted out to the 
deplored memory of the philanthropist and 
statesman of his country and century. Among 
all the rest the remarks of Congressman 
Lamar (Dem.) of Mississippi were worthy of 
especial mention; not for the sake of elo­ 
quence pure and simple nor for any profound 
or original estimate of Mr. Sumner’s character 
and work, but from the fact that they came 
from the mouth of a man who was an ultra 
secessionist in 1861 and who is yet a repre­ 
sentative of the sentiment of the best and 
most intelligent of the late rebel population. 
Time rarely brings stranger and yet more en­ 
tirely natural revenges than this, the Soutli 
forgetting the old-time hate and putting by 
forever the old-time misrepresentation,flinging 
her wreath of odorous roses upon the new- 
made grave of the man she once detested and 
maligned. It is here clearly shown ttiat no 
feeling is permanent hut good-will and no 
passion immortal but love; and that out of 
the ashes of the fearful fire of our civil war 
will grow aud are growing the lilies of peace 
and tbe oaks of a better friendship. Now, let 
us finally hope that the strong, true, pure 
spirit which informed the Senate and House 
when they said such kind and loving words 
, about the life and deeds of their great peer 
will remain to shape legislation and to save 
the country for whose good he gave himself 
up as a sacrifice upon the altar of a perpetual 
faith.

It either shows a most complicated condition 
of the Legislature or a most corrupt one if 
that enormous amount lias to be paid for the 
simple purpose expressed and admitted by all 
parties in respect to this claim. I mention 
this simply as a matter of observation, not 
with the intention of influencing your judg­ 
ments, but as the sentiment of a public offi­ 
cer and citizen in respect to that aspect of tbe 
case. Admitting the fact to be all as plain­ 
tiff states, either of three things is implied: 
that legislation has become impracticable, ex­ 
ceedingly difficult or enormously corrupt. I 
have said what is very unusual for a Judge to 
say or for me to say, but could not rise up, 
whatever disposition may be made of this 
case, and not express my moral sense of it. 
I would feel unfit for tbe discharge of a public 
duty in view of the importance of govern­ 
ment, order, honesty and law In a free coun­ 
try if I did not give utterance to the impres­ 
sions made on me by the Tacts of this case, 
whether they justify the enforcement or non- 
eaforcement of agreement.” 
Tbe jury were locked up at 5 p. m. and will 
render a sealed verdiet.

TH E ARKANSAS TROUBLE. 
Anotbcr Appeal to tbe President. 
W ash in g to n , April 28.—The following has 
been received: 
L ittle R ock, Ark., April 27. 
U. «8. Grant, President:—On the 19th as 
Governor oí this state I telegraphed you there 
was an armed insurrection against the logal 
government of this state and made a requisi­ 
tion upon you for aid to suppress it and to 
prevent domestic violence. I have just now 
been advised that you never received the re­ 
quisition. I now have occasion to say that 
an armed insurrection exists in the stato 
against tbe lawfully constituted authority 
thereof, and as the Legislature cannot meet 
until tho 11th day of May, I call upon you for 
aid to protect the state against demestic vio­ 
lence. 
E. Baxter, 
Governor of Arkansas. 
A similar call had previously been received 
from Brooks claiming to be Governor, and 
two attorneys in bis behalf reached hers yes­ 
terday to urge compliance with the call. Two 
attorneys dispatched by Mr. Baxter will soon 
arrive on an' errand in his interests. The 
question as to who the actual Governor is 
will be presented to the President for his de­ 
cision unless some other mode of settlement 
shall Intervene before the matter is formally 
taken up for executive consideration. 


UNITED S1ATES CONGRESS. 
OhKATE. 
Washington, April 28. 
The question being on Wright’s motion to 
lay aside tbe Louisiana bill and proceed to tbe 
comidera tion of tbe finance bill and the Pres­ 
ident’s message, Conkling asked unanimous 
content to beve the subject made a special 
order for Friday and that a vote be takeD then 
without debate. 
Tbe moliOD gave rise to debate, which inci­ 
dentally involved the treatment of Senator 
Sumner by the administration for bis position 
on the San Domingo question and bis displace­ 
ment from the chairm&D3bip of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. Tbe debate was par­ 
ticipated In by nearly every prominent Sena­ 
tor present, but was finally ruled out of order. 
Mr. MERRIMON objected to Conkling’s 
motion and the debate was then confined to 
the subject under consideration. 
A vote was Anally reached and Wnght’s 
motion adopted—yeas 35, nays 27. 
Tbe CHAIR announced that tbe finance 
bill was before the Senate and the question 
was, should it pass, notwithstanding tbe 
President’s objections ? Upon this question 
the Constitution required that tbe vote should 
be taken by yeas and nays. No one taking 
tbe floor the roll was called and the vote re­ 
sulted—yeas 34, nays 30. Two-thirds not vo­ 
ting in the affirmative the bill was lost. Mor­ 
rill of Maine, Morton, Ransom and Scburz 
were paired. 
After a short executive session the Senate 
adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. WOOD of New York offered tho follow­ 
ing resolution, which was referred to the Com- 
mitte on Ways and Means: 
Resolved, That the Committee on Ways 
and Means be authorized and directed to in­ 
quire whether any, aud if so whom, of tbe 
United State* government officials of the city 
of New York have absented themselves or 
are now absenting themselves from their of­ 
ficial duties to influence and control by cor­ 
rupt or improper means state legislation at 
the capital of that state, and also whether 
for these ohjeets they have offered to members 
of the Legislature as inducements places of 
profit corrected with their office* in New 
York, to be given after tho adjournment of 
the Legislature. 
The House then took up the legislative ap­ 
propriation bill and Garfield, Chairman of the 
committee, addressed the House, giving a 
resume of the provisions of the bill and the 
changes made in it by the Committee of tbe 
Whole. 
The question of printing the bank notes 
and bonds was debated at considerable length 
by Messrs. GarOeld, Dawes, Hale of Maine, 
Potter, Randall, Maynard and others, an 
amendment having been voted by the Com­ 
mittee of tbe Whole Increasing the appropria­ 
tion for that purpose from $500,000 to $1,250,- 
000. Tbe objection made to that amendment 
by Messrs. Dawes, Hale and Potter was that 
its object was to break up the present system 
of printing the bank notes and bonds, which 
worked well and was properly guarded with 
all necessary checks, and to place the matter 
in the hands of tbe Printing Division 
of tbe Treasury, 
or virtually in tbe 
hands of one man, and it was charged iu 
the coarse of the discussion that one of the ob­ 
jects was to give the work to tho Columbia 
Bank Note Engrossing Company in Washing­ 
ton. At last the discussion closed and the 
House proceeded to vote on the various 
amendments. 
The amendment increasing the salaries of 
some of the officers of the House was agreed 
to without the yeas and nays. 
The amendment appropriating $5,000 for 
the purchase of official stamps for tbe Treas­ 
ury Department instead of $200,000, the oh 
joct being to break up the system of requiring 
each department to pay its own postage, was 
agreed to—yeas 130, naje 90. 
The House refused to agree to tbe amend­ 
ments striking out tbe items for horses and 
carriages for the Department of Justice—yeas 
100, nays 103. 
The amendment offered by Mr. Speer of 
Pennsylvania requiring tbe Attorney General 
to report in detail tbe expenditures of tbe 
contingent fund was agreed, ta; also, the 
amendment requiring clerks and marshals of 
district courts to be residents of tbe districts. 
Tho amendment in reference to the engrav­ 
ing and printing of notes and bonds by tho 
Treasury Department, increasing tbe amount 
from $500,000 to $1,125,000, was agreed to — 
yeas 153, nays 5S. 
Tbe paragraph appropriating $625,000 for 
printing notea, bonds, <fcc., was stncken out 
without a division.

Dr* J. D. Keyser, wile went to Sib Diego 
last winier, seems to be et^jajing himself very 
nicely. 
According to his lust letters he bas 
commenced tho practice’Of medicine, thus 
combining business with pleasure. 
His cir­ 
cuit Is a wide one, af it ie not sn unusual 
thing to be called seventy and one hundred 
■U« to attend patients. 
Of course the fee is 
la accordance with tbe distance, but tbe coot 
compared with the loss of life Is not thonght 
of and money is made easy enough in tbe 
mines. Tbe doctor bas made tbe acquaint­ 
ance of an artist by tbe name of Wilds, who 
has painted a number of views of the “Old 
Mlssioo,” between San Diego and San Fran­ 
cisco. One of them Is of San Louis Ray, one 
of San Juan and auotber of San Jose. 
Many 
of the old ruins are shown, and although part­ 
ly demolished by earthquakes, still show the 
old style and strength of architecture, many 
of the walls being twelve feet thick, built of 
•tone and brick. 
Mr. Keyser also gives a 
description of a fishing excursion he had in 
company with several other persons in a sail­ 
ing vessel called the ••Restless.”

droves of cattle and horses that roam over 
thousands of acres of gross land daring the 
year.

Vice President Sahler’g note touches a chord 
in The Freeman’s heart that responds with 
pleased alacrity to an appeal founded in rea­ 
son and common sense. Before considering it 
we eannot forbear expressing our gratification 
at the evidence we have la the above letter­ 
head that Hr. Hahler’s firm Is still living, al­ 
beit its disappearance from the advertising 
columns of The Freeman may have caused 
fears of an untimely demise. 
In sending his request to The Freeman the 
Vise President of the Wallkill Yalley Railway 
has not appealed in vain. The Freeman is a 
firm believer in the dety of encouraging home 
institutions. It believes that the eommunity 
that practices it will prosper vastly more than 
the one that conspicuously and continually 
neglects it. The duty Is reciprocal, but even 
where the obligation of reciprocity is not ac­ 
cepted by one party, there is still a duty rest­ 
ing upon each business man to patronize oth­ 
ers in the same place.

hands to the pioneer molasses-sandy mer­ 
chant has been so enthusiastic that he is now 
the steady snpport of one mother and two 
aunts, besides keeping his younger brother in 
marbles and bis sisters in ehewing-gam, while 
a couple of young dentists have found such 
gold mines . in Freeman molars that it takes 
four livery stables aud half a dozen young la­ 
dies to keep up with them. Bveu the poma­ 
tum that sheds its rioh fragrance from the re- 
portorial locks and bestows its unctuous mark 
upou her flowing sleeves on Sunday evenings, 
is bought at Knapp’s, while the compositorial 
handkerchief scents itself at Masten’s ere it 
starts out on its career of conquest from Sbaw- 
angunk to Pine Hill; and nary a tramp shows 
his experienced visage at oar office but the 
way to the City Alms House is pointed o«t to 
him with neatnoss and dispatch. 
While even 
in such little item3 as three The Freeman is 
careful to patronise home institutions,in larger 
matters we are munificent and magnanimous. 
For instance, here Is the Delaware A Hudson 
Canal Co., a concern that for years has been 
struggling to get on its feet. It never got 
along well until with wise discrimination The 
Freeman so dispensed its patronage that its 
dividends rose as high as the seventeen-mile 
level. By the happy device of buying more 
coal in a week than they spent money with us 
in a year, their treasury was at once replen­ 
ished, and one of their officers got so rich he 
was even elected Alderman. It didn't matter 
to The Freeman that it could buy its cotl in 
Canajoharie, freight it here and save hair a 
dollar a ton; not a bit of it, home institutions 
had to be eneosraged—and they were.

monds. But oh, the whistle of this little craft 
—’twould cause a baby elephant to die of 
mirth! 


'A K ing atontan in C dtifsniik , 
Dr. J. D. Key ser, who went to S4h Dldgo 
last winter, seems to be eqjojffng himself very 
nicely. According to his last letters he has 
commenced the practice’df medicine, thus 
combining business with pleasure. 
Hie cir­ 
cuit is a wide one, as it is not an nnosoal 
thing to be called seventy and one hundred 
miles to attend patients. Of course the fee is 
in accordance with the distance, but the cost 
compared with the loss of life is not thought 
of and money is made easy enough in the 
mines. The doctor has made the acquaint­ 
ance of an artist by the name of Wilds, who 
has painted a number of views of the “Old 
Mission,” between San Diego and San Fran­ 
cisco. One of them Is of San Louis Ray, one 
of San Juan and another of San Jose. 
Many 
of the old ruins are shown, and although part­ 
ly demolished by earthquakes, still show the 
old style and strength of architecture, many 
of the walls being twelve feet thick, Dulit of 
stone and brick. Mr. Keyser also gives a 
description of a fishing .excursion he had In 
company with several other persons in a sail­ 
ing vessel called the “Restless.” This boat 
carried them along abont eight miles an hoar, 
and the fishing was done by trolling with a 
line one hundred feel in length. The doctor 
eaught fifty fish, varying in weight from six 
to eighteen pounds.

The captain has an im­ 
mense tract ol land, a small portion of which, 
500 acres, is in gram. He has also large 
droves of cattle and horses that roam over 
thousands of acres of grass land during the 
year. The writer says during the past winter 
they have been treated with an excellent bill 
of fare, containing every variety that can be 
procured in New York city in the spring, 
summer and winter combined; such as new 
potatoes, fresh corn, green peas, spinach, 
water and mu9kmelons, meats, fowl, fish and 
fruits In every variety.

Ordi- 
nance relating to the sidewalks of St. Mary’s 
street, passed April 17th, 1874. 
The Common Connell of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follows: 
Siction 1. The sldowalk on each side of St. Mary's 
street. In said city, from Hasbrouck avenue to 
Chambers street (said St. Mary’s street having been 
graded to Its full width,) are hereby required to be 
constructed, curbed and guttered in the manner, 
and of the materials, and within the time herein­ 
after specified. 
} 5. The curbs shall be so set as to give a nnlform 
width of seven feet from the street edge of the curb 
stone to the line of the street. 
{ 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and set 
according to the grade heretofore established by 
the Common Council, and the curbs on the corners 
of the streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
{ 4. The curb-stones shall be at least 20 inches 
depth and of the usual thickness, and the gutter- 
stones shall be twelve Inches wide and of the usual 
thickness. 
{ 6. The sidewalks sliaU be flagged. or graveled, 
or covered with any hard material giving a proper 
surface for sidewalks according to the established 
grade, and Bhall have a rising inclination of one- 
ourth of an inch to each foot from the outer edge 
of the curb-stones toward the building or street 
line. 
{ 6. The improvements required by this ordi­ 
nance shall be made ami completed by the I7th of 
June next. 
5 7. If any of said Improvements be not made 
or done within time above specified by the own­ 
ers or occupan'.a respectively of the lands adjoin­ 
ing the sidewalks so to be Improved as aforesaid, 
the same will he made and done by said Common 
Connell at the expense of such owners or occu- 
pante respectively. A copy of this ordinance shall 
be aerved on each of said owners and occupants 
and published in the manner required by said char­ 
ter, as notice to such owners and occupants, this 
section being Intended to be such notice.
